Tho French were 
fully. prepared for the attack, and their 
extremely effective artitlery work caused 
the enemy heavy losses from the very be- 
ginning of the action. On both wings on 
Sunday the French held their ground in 
their battle positions. Only on a narrow 
front in the centre were the Germans able 
to make an advance of about three miles. 
During Sunday night and yesterday the 
enemy poured in new divisions, and suc- 
ceeded at enormous’ expense in making 
fresh progress in the centre, which had 
the effect of weakening to some extent the 
hold of the French on their positions on 
the wings, where they had shattered a 
succession gf violent attacks. According 
to the latest reports, the extreme depth 
of the German advance as yet is between 
six and seven miles on a very restricted 
front. There has probably been no more 
bitter fighting since April than the past 
two days have witnessed, but we are en- 
titled to contemplate the development of 
the battle so far with complete composure. 
The French can afford to give a good deal 
of ground in this area, and every back- 
ward step carries them into more de- 
fensible country. Meanwhile they are 
exacting a very high price for every foot 
of ground that they surrender. Nothing is 
less to the liking of German theory, and

Influenza, 


The mysterious disease which for some 
days has been engaging the attention «* 
the medical profession in Belfast has now 
been diagnosed as an acute form of in- 
fiuenza. Apparently it is highly infectious, 
for more thap one hundred cases have 
been reported. In one instance a manu- 
facturing concern has obliged to 
close a department until Thursday next, 
as nearly all the women employed in 
it afe suffering from the disease. Several 
feases have also occurred emongst 
the military stati in the city. The 
symptoms seem to agf¥e with those wf the 
malady which has been so prevalent in 
Spain, where over half the population | p, 
has been affected.
